Of these 
22 havo been fu'ly identified. A num- 
ber of other bodies have Ueeu located 
in the working and are being brought 
out as rapidly as possible. 


It is now conceded that the death 


list will reach i:!b men. 
Officials of 


the company at first stated that not 
over 123 iiad been killed, but now ad- 
mit that i::s men went down in the 
shaft to work. According to miners 
and others familiar with the number 
of men generally employed in 
the 


mine, the death list will exceed the 
company's statement by at least 50. 
From 
no source can an 
accurate 


statement as to the latalities be se- 
cured, and it is possible that the ex- 
act number of men killed will never 
be known. Altogethei 02 bodies have 
been brought to the surface in an 
iron bucket. Arms, legs or heads 
wore miss-ing from some 
and 
the 


trunks of others were burned, cut 
and btuised. 


Two of tho men tnkon from the 


mine had been suffocated and their 
bodies were not even scratched. One 
of these was .John Ivill, a cousin of 
John H. Jones, president of the Pitts- 
burg-Buffalo Coal company, owners 
of the mine, who was employed as 
head timekeeper.

found beneath a conl digging ma- 
chine, and it was apparent that the.

Francis J. Heuey, chief prosecutor 


in the San Francisco graft cases and 
assistant district attorney, who was 
recently shot in the head by Morris 
Haas, has become famous In the west 
as a flghter of graft and grafters, and 
he has had one other narrow escape 
from death. He attracted the atten- 
tion of United States Attorney Gen- 
eral Kiiox in 1901, when. Heney was 
defending United States Judge Noycs 
before the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States when the judge was involved 
iu the Nome ring scaudul. Honey's ar- 
gument so impressed .Mr. Kuox that 
he offered him an appointment as spe- 
cial prosecutor in the Oregon laud 
fraud cases, 1-Ieuey was then thirty- 
eight years old and had a fair prac- 
tice. 
He took the appointment uud 


prosecuted the grafters in the laud 
fraud cases so successfully thnt when 
San Francisco awakened to the reali- 
zation that k was graft ridden he was 
called upon to act as a special prose- 
cutor there, and a fund of $100,000 
was contributed for him with which 
to begin work. 


Francis Joseph Heuey, the son of an 


Irishman, was born iu Lima, N. 1"., on 
March 17, 1859. 
His family moved to 


San Francisco In 1SG3. and there he 
lived his boyhood in the south of 
Market district, kno-wn then, as now, 
as the rendezvous for wild gangs of 
youngsters who knew no fear or limit 
to their deviltry. The husky young- 
ster learned to fight before he learned 
to read. Later, when he knew how to 
read and was cramming his head full 
of preparatory stuff for the matricula- 
tion examinations at the University of 
California, he did uot forfeet Low to 
fight. He entered the university at 
Berkeley with the class of '82. 
, Heney never knew what fear meant 
and was always ready for trouble. As 
a young man. after being graduated 
from the University of California, he 
practiced law in TU.CSOU. Ariz. He 
was of such fighting' nature in his 
practice that-he made enemies of the 
evil types of Tucsonites, so he bought 
himself a modern magazine revolver. 
had a special pocket built in his trou- 
sers for it. so that he would not be 
hampered by his coattnils in bringing 
It into action, and pursued the even 
tenor of his way. 


When he first began to follow the 


trail of Rncf and Scbmitz and the 
other San Francisco grafters the 
charge was viJeSy spread that lleuey 
was a murderer. 
This charge was 


based on Honey's Tucson experience. 
A Tucson man. known as n "bnd man." 
went about the town boasting that 
there was no lawyer in the town who 
would dare handle the suit of his wife 
for divorce. 


Heney took the suir. nnd the hus- 


band came after him to kill him. He 
threw himself on the youug lawyer to 
choke him to death, as he had threat 
ened. but he did not succeed. 
He 


then 
reached 
for 
his pistol, but 


Hcne.v's specially made i>ocket. well 
in front of his trousers waistband, 
emptied itself, and the "bad man" 
dropped dead in his tracks. 


Honey was engaged to run down tho 


San Francisco grafters as the result 
of a remark he dropped iu a club In 


that city.- He" said that with §100.000 
back of him he could clean up the 
city politically. Wealthy citizens who 
had been bled and who had been dis- 
criminated against In franchise mat- 
ters because of the free use of bribes 
put up the money, and Heney began1 
work. He was soon on the trail oi 
Ruef, who showed up as the arch 
corruptionist of San Francisco and in 
whose hands Mayor Schmitz was a 
tool. . He secured the confessions of 
supervisors who had voted at the com- 
mand of Ruef nnd Sehmitz and foi' 
money and then brought about the 
arrests of the big men. 


Iluef tintil his arrest following tb« 


shooting of Heney was under bail o* 
?1,GGO,000 to answer seventy-eight in- 
dictments for bribery and various 
forms of municipal corruption. Mayor 
Schmitz, removed from 
office 
and 


ruined in so far as his crireer In his 
home city was concerned, was tried 
and sentenced to five years, but this 
trial was upset by a higher court, and 
he was admitted to bail. Iluof had one 
trial on one of the indictments against 
him, 
and the jury disagreed. 
Both 


men have been fighting bitterly to 
ward off final conviction and jail sen- 
tences, wnne neney lias never let 
up iu his fight to land them for loug 
terms behind the bars. 


AVhen Heuey took the task of uu- 


covering the laud frauds he stipulated 
that he should have a lump sum from 
(he government for his work in order 
to cover his loss in.private practice. 
This was agreed to, and Heney gave 
all of his time to the work. Later an 
assistant attorney generalship was of- 
fered him. but he declined it. In the 
present cases he says that he is uot 
looking for any special fee in bis 
work, but is working for the good of 
his city and its people nnd will keep 
at it to the end. 
; Ilency is forty-nine years old. He 
has gained a reputation in the west 
second to no lawyer iu the matter of 
vigorous attack. He has used in the 
Kau Francisco cases William J. Burns, 
formerly of the secret service of the 
":<Jted States, who worked with him 
::: the'Oregon land fraud cases.

ed his experiments at Bras d'Or lake 
with his 
flying machine, the aero- 


drome, as he names it. and Is ready 
to make a public trial of the machine 
this week.
